HARLES by the grace of God King of Great Brittaine , France N and Treland , De- 
| fender of the Faith : To Our Lovits . = 

Meſſengers, Our Sheriffes, in that part conjunaly and ſeverally, ſpe- 

cially conſtitute , greeting. Forſameikle as the Lords of Our Privie' Councel! , having 

| raken into their conſideration the prejudice Our Lieges ſuſtaines through an unwarranted 

interruption of the courſe of Dollars , Ryalls , and Cardecues , to the :great undoing of 

commerce among Qur Subjeds : For remeid whereof in time coming , and that Our Lieges 

be not abuſed with Forraine Coyne , at prices farre above the true worth, and weight there- 

of : Wee, with advice of the Lords of Our Privie Councell , according to the Ads for- 

| merly made thereanent , ordaine Rix Dollars to have courſe among Ou Subjects for fifty 

foure ſhillings , the ſame being alwayes fifteene drop weight , with eight graines of remeid : And Crolſ Dollars to paſſe 

tor fifty three ſhillings foure pennies , the ſame being alwayes fourteen drop weight, two part drop , and having eight grains 


of remeid : And the Ryalls to paſſe for fifty three ſhillings foure pennies , the ſame being fourteene drop, wiight , having 
foure graines of remeid : And Cardecues for- nineteene ſhillings, being five drop weight , having two eraines of remeid : 


and the halfes and quarters of the ſaids ſpeces proportionable. And We command the faids ſpeces of zz0ney , being of 

the weights above-written , to be received by all Our Lieges 1n payment of debrs , or any other manner of exchange. And 

Wee diſcharge all courſe and paſlage of the ſaids ſpeces being under and within the weights particular above ſpecified. And 

ficklike Wee diſcharge all Merchants , and others Our Subjects , to bring into this Our Kingdome , any ;forraine Coyne of 

the ſpeces foreſaids ; under and within the faids weights , and that without any remeid , under the paing of confiſcation of 

the moveables of the in-bringers z the one halfe to Us , and the other halfe to the party Informer. Ar”! Wee ordaine all 

Proveſts and Baillies of Burrowes , Sheriffes , Juſtices of peace, and others Magiſtrates and Miniſters of our Lawes to Burgh 

.. and Land , to ſee this At obſerved within their bounds , as they will be anſwerable upon the duetie of . their Offices.
